WHEREAS, pursuant to said Intergovernmental 
Agreement, the Redevelopment Commission has made a 
recommendation to the Board of Works for the acquisition 
of seven (7) parcels of real estate; and 
WHEREAS, the Board of Works has adopted Resolution 
80-146-11 which approves the acquisition of said seven 
(7) parcels, establishes the maximum offering price as 
the average of two appraisals, and provides for 
relocation procedures and payments in accordance with 
Indiana Code; and 
WHEREAS, pursuant to Indiana Code 36-1-10.5-5 et 
seq., the Redevelopment Commission may not proceed with 
the acquisition process on behalf of the Board of Works 
until the approval of Resolution 80-146-11 by this Common 
Council; and 
WHEREAS, this Common Council has reviewed said 
Resolution and desires to approve same. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 


OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 
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SECTION 1. Resolution 80-146-11 of the Fort 
Wayne Board of Public Works, attached hereto as "Exhibit

SUBJECT: Headwaters Park - Approval of Board of Works Resolution 


BACKGROUND GS af g: = O, ef 


The goal of the Headwaters Flood Control and Rark project is to 
clear structures and hard surface area from a portion of the St. 
Mary’s floodplain and to construct an urban park. The floodplain 
will thus be restored to a natural condition, recurrent flood 
damage will be eliminated, and an economically marginal area will 
become an attractive and functional park. It is hoped that Phase 
I of the project, comprising the land west of Clinton Street and 
north of the National Guard Armory, can be completed in time for 
the City’s bicentennial. 


The public sector’s role in this project is to provide a clear site 
for privately-funded park development. Site preparation will 
include land acquisition, business relocation, environmental 
abatement, and demolition. The money to accomplish this has just 
recently become available: $500,000 from the State Build Indiana 
Fund; $200,000 from the Maumee River Basin Commission; and $100,000 
from the Redevelopment Commission. 


The most efficient and appropriate means for the public sector to 
carry out its part of the project is to combine the eminent domain 
powers of the Board of Works with the land acquisition expertise of 
the Redevelopment Commission. Accordingly, these two agencies have 
entered into an intergovernmental agreement, by which the 
Redevelopment Commission has been appointed as the agent for the 
Board of Works. The Commission has recommended seven (7) parcels 
for acquisition. 


HIGHLIGHTS OF THE PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


The proposed resolution approves Board of Works Resolution 80-146- 
11, which was adopted pursuant to the Board’s agreement with the 
Redevelopment Commission. The Board of Works resolution identifies 
seven (7) parcels of real estate for acquisition, establishes the 
maximum offering price as the average of two appraisals, and 
provides that relocation procedures and expenses shall comply with 
Indiana Code.
